Yet to the geologist earthquakes are 
only symptoms. They are not causes 
so much as results—results of great 
stresses and strains within the earth 
that-cause élippings and slidings from 
time to time. If the-rocks on the 
sell of the earth slip and grate 
against each other so much as an inch 
along a fissure ten miles in length ao 
shiver is felt. .A shp of fifteen feet 
along a course of 200 miles sufficed 
to bring about the terrible San Fran- 
cisco earthquake and fire.

The 
point at which they have once found 
relief is weaker to resist the ne ¢ 
) strain. It slips again presently. By

RABIES, HYDROPHOBIA | 


A History of the Disease and How to 
Treat It 


During the past year many casey of 
rabies have been reported in Canada, 
Which have caused much lores of live! 
stock, and, in several localities, people | 
have been bitten. 

This is one of the oldest diseases 
known, In the fourth century B, C. 
it was described by Aristotle, who 
wrote: “Dogs suffer from a madners 
which puts them In a state of fury, and 
all the animals that they bite when 
in this condition become also attacked 
by rabies.’ 

The season of the year makes very 
little difference, as the discase is just 
as prevalent in winter as it is in sum- 
mer. This seems contrary to the ideas 
of many people, who think that July 
and August, “dog days,” are the only 
time that dogs are subject to rabies, 

Cause 

Rabies !s caused in nearly all cases 
by the bite of a rabid animal, It is 
possible to contract the disease from 
th saliva, the tearg from the eyes, or 
the nillk of a rabid animal. The rabid 
dog is a source of danger a few days 
before the symptoms of the diseasc 
appear, but in no case before he was 
bitten by a rabid animal, or otherwise 
innoculated. Hot weather, lack of 
water or ill treatment will never tn 
themselves produce rabies. 

The dog is the principal source ot 


which rabies is spread over the coun 
try. 


Symptoms 
The symptoms seldom develop in 
less than fourteen days after the ani 


mal was bitten—most commonly threc 
to six weeks—but they may not show 
for six months to a year. Not all ani 
mals bitten develop the diseas>, 1: 
depends somewhat upon the part o' 
the body which was bitten. In mar 
there is less danger if bitten throug? 
the clothing than upon the bare part: 
of the body. It is not uncommon fo 
the symptoms to develop in less tha 
two weeks when bitten upon the heaé 
The symptoms show in one of twe 
forms—turious or dumb, 


Furious Rables 


With the furious form the dog is at 
first noticed to seek the company of 


his master more than usual, or he wil 
hunt dark, secluded places. Some 
times he will make sudden starts to 
wards objects. These conditions las 
for a day or two. Later he b-comes 
restless, and will often travel twent: 
to thirty miles in a day. While he is 
on this trip he is very likely to bit« 
cattle, hogs, and dogs often pass 
ing horse and man, unless they inte: 
fere with his course. He wiil usual); 
return home uniess he is killed. Dw 
ing this period he is irritable, seldon 
eating or drinking, not because hc 
does not want food or water, nor be 
cause he is afraid of water, for he is 
not, but from the fact that his throat 
is paralyzed and he cannot swallow 
Often he will foree sticks and stones 
down his throat in efforts to satisfy 
hunger and thirst. ‘his period oi 
irritation lasts for two to three days 
followed by a period of paralysis 
which has already taken place in the 
throat, as shown by the voice, which 
has already changed to a prolonged 
howl, and the inability to swallow 
This is followed by paralys's and 
death, the entire symptoms lasting 
from four to ten days. 


Dumb Rabies 

The dog seeks his master’s compan) 
or may hide in dark places, being un 
able to eat or drink, the lower jay 
hangs down and the tongue protrudes 
which may swell and turn dark. This 
condition is followed by paralysis an¢ 
death in four to ten days after th 
first symptoms appear. 


Symptoms 


Cattle are prone to chase chickens 
dogs, and may run at a man, whom 
they are less apt to attack. Ofte 
falling down from no apparent cause 
twitching of muscles, inability to eat, 
due to paralysis, often showing sign: 
of sexual excitement even when preg 
nancy is well advanced, but seldom 
biting. These symptoms are followec 
by paralysis and death. 

The horse is often more vicious thar 
cattle, biting anything within reach 
and shows many of the symptoms 
shown by cattle.

For years past attention has been 
directed to the necessity for opening 
up a part of Africa which is not only 
the most thickly populated region on 
tho continent, but also include: the 
richest palm oil belt in the world, and 
after the discovery of a coal-field at 
Udi extending for over a thousand 
square miles and yielding coal show- 
ing 75 per cent, of the valuc of the 
best Welsh coal, the question of a 
railway became more pressing. 

Recently Lieut. Hughes found a 
hitherto uncharted creek which to the 
surprise of allshowed a depth of 60 
feet of water along-side a precipi- 
tous cliff 45 feet high, a condition of 
things unknown anywhere between 
Slerra Leone and the Congo. 

On this discovery being reported, 
the governor, in March last, commis- 
sioned the Director of Rallways and 
the Director of Marine to Investigate 
the matter, and as a result it was 
established that the newly-discovered 
creek, though not shown on any 
map, is really the mat channel of 
the Bonny River. 

A remarkable series of cliffs ex- 
tending for three-quarters of a mile 
and averaging 45 feet above high 
water was discovered among the 
swamps. Opposite these cliffs sound- 
ings showed a cepth of 70 feet of 
water. Armed with machetes, the 
Director of Railways, the Director of 
Marine, and the commander of the 
Ivy landed, and by means of a rope 
ascended the ‘liffs and cut through @ 
section of almost impenetrable 
growth twelve feet in height. 

Lieut. Hughes then ascended a tree 
to view the country. A few people 
were met, and it was discovered that 
ne white man had been there before, 
Further investigation showed that 
the general conditions of the place 
were such as had never been hoped 
for on the West African coast, and 
the spot has been called Port Har- 
court and selected as the terminus of 
the railway.

Exterminating Wasps. 

Something like 3,000,000 wasps 
have been killed since July by Mr.

He 
seeks out the nests and injects into 
them a solution of cyanide of potas- 
sium, and altogether over 200 nests 
have been thus destroyed by Mr.

Ip 
addition to tke havoc which they 
bring about in the orchards, wasps 
also do great damage in the apiaries, 
and this season they have proved 
more destructive to bees than ever, 
he value, therefore, of such ener- 
getic measures as these described can 
be realized when it 1s understood 
that Messrs, Chivers are probably the 
largest bee farmers in the country, 
the bees, of course, being sept to ter- 
tilize the fruit trees in their extea- 
sive orchards.

New York. 

It was on 7, 
fire broke out in the prison work- 
shops and raged furiously. But for

conduct men—the whole prison 
might have been destroyed. 
ut do not imagine that pluck of 
this kind belongs exclusively to the 
American criminal. In October, 
1865, a new governor, Mr. George 
Clifton, was appointed to Dartmoor 
prison in England, and on the very 
day that he arrived the governor’s 
use which stands on the right 
hand side of the prison gate, as you 
face it, caught fire. As Mr. Clifton 
drove up, the roof and attic were all 
ablaze. : 

The chief warden had already col- 
lected a gang of about thirty trust- 
worthy men, and set them to work 
with buckets. There is a pond just 
across the road, and they formed a 
chain and passed the buckets like 
Ngbtning. ‘No free men,” said an 
eye-witness, “could have worked 
harder, and as for those who were 
on the ladder they never flinched 
although showers of sparks were 
beating down upon them and burn- 
ing holes in their clothes. 

They worked so well that they got 
the flames under, but some were 60 
exbausted that they had to be helped 
back to their cells. 

Ore man named Newbrook faint- 
ed, and was taken to the hospital. 
He was delirious that night and 
could not leave his bed for more 
than three weeks. 

“Again in February, 1895, the 
wash-house at Dartmoor prison 
caught fire, but thanks to the splen- 


the governor wrote in his report— 
the flames were got under before 
serious damage was done.

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THE DOUBLE RED CROSS. 


Emblem of Anti-tuberculosis Workers 
All Over the World. 

The double red cross, the symbol of 
the war against tuberculosis, was first 
adopted as the symbol of the Interna- 
tional Anti-tuberculosis association tu 
Berlin in October, 1902, The proposer 
of the symbol was Dr. G. Sersiron of 
Paris, who is now associated secretary 


of L’Association Centrale Vrancaise 
Contre la Tuberculose, 

Today the emblem is being used by 
anti-tuberculosis workers in every purt 
of the world, even in Iceland, India, 
South Africa, Labrador, Japan, China 
and the Philippines. The double red 
cross is similar in shape to a cross 
used frequently in the Greek Catholic 
churcbes and also to the Lorraine cross 
of France. All of the arms of the 
cross are pointed, the two cross arms 
being of the same length. The width 
of the cross is taken as the unit in de- 
termining the proportious. The lengtb 
of the lower arm is seven units, the 
arms are three units on either side, the 
point above the arms two and a half 
units and the distance between the 
arms one and a balf units. These 


measurements hold good for any size. 

In the United States over 1,200 anti 
tuberculosis associations and comimit 
tees, nearly 550 sanitariums and hos 
pitals, 400 dispensaries and about 200 
open air schools, besides a number ot 
other organizations, are using the dou- 
ble red cross as their emblem. Wher- 
ever it is seen it means war agaipst 
tuberculosis.
